JUSTICE DOES NOT COUNT. 


Curious and unintelligible is the state of mind of people 
who are controlled by religious prejudice. In sectarian 
papers, which come to our editorial room every week, logic 
is thrown to the winds when comment is made on things 
which have a connection with Catholic belief, practice, his- 
tory. Numerous instances might be cited to illustrate what 
we mean, but one example will suffice. An editor of a re- 
ligious weekly writes in glorification of Juarez, a Mexican 
patriot, who ruled as President of that unfortunate country 
during the middle of the last century, and here is the reason 
for glorifying him: “H4 wrote and imposed the laws of re- 
form, whereby all’religious orders were suppressed, and all 
ecclesiastical property was nationalized” (i. e., confiscated). 

Now, by what principle of the Christian religion may 
such conduct on the part of a ruler be justified? The prop- 
erty held by the Church at that time had come into her pos- 
Session in a legitimate manner during three centuries ‘pre- 
vious. This being true, how can any Christian uphold the 
confiscation of it? On what principle of justice and right 
can the suppression of religious orders be applauded, if 
they were guilty of no wrong doing? The editor who does 
applaud these things does not pretend to show that the 
Church had acquired the property unlawfully, or that the 
religious orders were doing-anything but good. But since 
the Catholic Church was the object of attack, the non-Catho- 
lic is supposed to rejoice. Oh, if we could be fair, at least to 
the extent of applying the principles of justice to a case in 
which even those whom we do not like, are concerned!
